When tbo "Grouse 
Creek War " Grst broko out, who so eager for 
an effuBi. n of CaDsdinn blood as the news- 
paper General at New Westminster T Who 
so strenuous in bis demands for the adoption 
of a " vigorous policy " os the Honorable 
John Barleyooro of the Columbiant Who 
80 aozioas to see the Colony pot to " ex- 
pense, trouble and annoyanoe " in vindioa* 
tion of its laws, as the pot-valiant libeller of 
the sigoers of the Capital petition 7 Who so 
willing to spend the last drop of bis able* 
bodied relatives' blood in defence of the 
Flume Uompaoy's groued, as the doughty 
Captain of tho " Stay-at-Home Guards " at 
the '' Capital town of the Colony of British 
Columbia? And who but tbo valiant Knight 
who commanded the Guvoroment CoDtingeot 
at tbo last session of the Legislative Council 
and sold the popular cause for a mess of very 
meagre potiaee, attempted to iofloence the 
decision of the Executive Oounoii'in favor of 
the adoption of a bloody polioy by the pub- 
lication of a number of dots, lines and 
outves, which be termed a diagram, a^d 
which, torlnoately, no one could understand 
bat himsalf? These facts are too fresh in 
the popular mind to be suticessfully ileoied 
now. The files of the Columbiaji teem 
with them — to use bis owe expression, one 
might swim " through the coluinas of blood- 
thirsty advice tendered His Excellency by 
our lighting coteoiporury while the " con- 
iijct " was io progress. And yet, in the 
face of these incontrovertible facts — in the 
face of a knowledge of the iaot, that 
we have at our commaod tho means to 
convict him of the most oompleie 
cbarlaianism, whot do wo find this 
honorab'e gentleman" doing? Why, ac- 
tually attempting tr lalfify ibe record whioti 
he himself has written by condemning the 
Colonist for advising the adrption of a line 
ot policy ihiit ha himfolf advocated 1 That 
there may be no mistake in this matter, and 
in order to iiflird our " honorablo " cotem- 
porary no loophole throuch which to wriggle 
bis lean body, we bring to the attention ol our 
readers to the following exiraot from a two- 
column loader in tbo Columbian of Saturday 
last : 

" In the first i[3staDca tbo Governor was 
abused because be did not have recourse to 
measures at once the most harsh and ex- 
pensive, by marching ao armed force five 
huadrcd' miles into the muantaio fastnesses of 
the interior. * * # Because the Gover- 
nor prelerreJ to adopt a mild and concili- 
atory, and. as the sequel proves, a cheaper 
and wiser policy, he was prouounoed as 
puerile, old woman, coward, costetmooger. 
and a thousand and one equally opprobrious 
epithetp, of which the Colonist possesses an 
inexhaustible stools io trade. lie was, in 
short, pronounced by thai immaculate au- 
tbority utterly until to ttjld the rtins of Gov- 
ernment a duy longer than was ahsijlululy 
necessary for the appointment of a successor. 
Suppose the opposite coarse bad been adopted 
by. his ExcelloDcy, what would have been the 
position of atlkirs now'? The colony would 
have been siiddlcd willi n heavy fresh debt — 
heavier than it cuuld bear." 

The epiliicts in tho above extract wo dis- 
claim. We never used tbeia. They are the 
offspring ol the vulgar imagination of our 
cotemporary, who is so accustomed to scur- 
rility that be cannot forego its ase even wheu 
refeiring to bis Excellency. Turniog to the 
files of the Columbian o< the 27th ot July last 
we fiod that the editor, referring to tbo state 
of aSairs then csleting on Qroose Creek, said :

The question is 
not now, vvtio is right? but, shall the law be 
enforced or irarii()lud underfoot? That is 
tbo issue, and let the Governor prove himself 
equal to the emersenry, as we (eel confident 
he will. TO GO TO THK BOENB OP 
STRIFE UN AKMED WITH FOKUE lo 
compel Bubuiisaion, vVILL SIMPLY BE TO 
TOY Wiril OUI'LAWIIY while the 
ooveicd treasure ia being grabbed up," 

We might multiply the extracts, but the 
above will eufTice, Tho readers of both 
journals will see that the very man who 
Rdrised the Goveraot to fuaroh u 



force" into the interior, now turns around 
and accuses the Uolqmibt of having done so 
In nil onr oewspaper experience — and it has 
been considerable — we have never ODOOun" 
lered so superlative a piece of impudence as 
that evinced by our Now Weatminaier co- 
temporary.

Tha unprecedented dryness of the weather 
during tbe last four weeks has had theetTecl 
of lesaeoiog ttie water in tbe various strcums 
to auch a degree that mining operations have 
been almost totally suspended. Even Ibis 
creek, which receives the additional supiil^ 
ol tho water from ttie Flume Co.'.f iliich 
does not contain much moie than a good 
sluice head at present ; and unless we are 
very soon visited with a heavy fall of rain, 
which we usually have about ibis period, wo 
fear that times will be as dull as they were 
in tbe early part of the sea^oo.

Several Ghine'-c 
companies are working over old ground with 
water obtained from tho Flume Go.'s dilL-li, 
and aro malting very good Chinese 'vuges 
Below the canyon auain tho nutne miiiiiiL' 
inactivity prevails, ard not until the Aurora 
claim is reached is there "oy work going on 
if we expect two companies who are runniog 
tunnels into the eastern hill, in the rear ol 
tho old Diller claim. The work of recnn 
etruoting the Drain goes on rapidly, aod 
although this town has sulTiircd cousiderably 
by its unfortuoito ohstruciion, it is gratify- 
ing to know that it will soon be open so as 
to enable creek olaitna to resume work and 
oontioae tbe same tbrongboui the winter. 
The Lillooet co., wa obeerve, have started 
their wheel and are prepari g to wash, and i 
is probable that before anoitier week elai)?eH 
the Cariboo ca. will be prepared to do like- 
wise, and then will follow in c|uick tucc s" 
sion tbe Welsh, Australian, baldbead and 
Sheepskin compaoies.

version of the affair. The proceedings at 
law are to recover the sum' of $80,000 
which a lady named Lyons made over to 
Mr Hume in consideration of his taking 
her name. It seems that one evening, 
some tliroo years since, a shabbily-dressed 
old woman called u|ion Mr Humo and 
expressed her desire to join a society 
composed for the most part of persons 
interested iu spiritualism, who desired to 
found a permanent centre or place of 
meeting, which they called " The Alhen- 
iuum.'' The applicant's appearance was 
not such as to induce the belief that she 
could afford to jiay so high an entraiico 
fee as five guineas ; but when Mr Hume 
meutioned tbo amount she said thai 
money was no consideration, and gave her 
check for tho required sum. Shu begged 
Mr llumo to call and see her the follow- 
ing day. This ho said, lie was uuafjle to 
do ; but, on her pressing tbo request, he 
said ho would call upon ber in tbo course 
of a few. days, and be did so. She subse* 
qnently sent him a present of £50 nblch 
he returned. Shortly afterward she in- 
formed him that she had no friends or 
relations for whom she had any regard, 
and that she intended to adopt him as her 
son, presented him with £^3,000 and 
made a will in his favor; bequeathing him 
property to the extent of £160,000. 
This proposal took Mr Hume so much by 
surprise that ho very properly informed 
her that ho must con>^ult his friends, nnd 
that ho could not act in the matter with- 
out their approval. Ho did, accordingly 
consult Mr S. 0, Hall, Mr Wilkinson of 
Lincoln's Inn Field, and other persons of 
high respectability, and, at his request, 
Mr Wilkinson wrote to Mrs Lyoos on 
behalf of .Mr Hume, urging her to consid- 
er well the step she was about to take 
She replied that she knew very well what 
she was about, Eventnallj, the sum of 
jC24,000 wos transferred to trustees for 
the benefic of Mr Humo, who then, ac- 
cording to arrangement, took tho namo 
of Lyons in addition to his own patrony- 
mic. Mrs Lyons continued lo treat 
Hume as her son, She insisted upon 
making her house bis home, 80 fai; as pass- 
ing the day with her, but he continned to 
sleep at the lodgings ho had occupied ia 
Sloane street where ha made ber acqrtaiiit- 
ance. The habits of the lady were ee-cen- 
tric and penurious ; but until lately she 
never exhibited any desire to revoke 
what she bad done. Ou the contrary, 
she wrote to the trastees of Mr Hume 
stating that she wished'to give her ailopt- 
ed son a surprise on his birthday, and that 
she desired to add £6,000 to tho £24,000 
already given him, it! order to mako the 
gross amount £30,000. Th's was accord- 
ingly done, aud tho money invested in 
the mortgage of real estates in Yorkshire. 
Such being the true version of affairs, it 
seems difficult to understand u|jon what 
principle of equity tho gift can bo revoked. 
Mrs Lyons married the grandson of the 
Kav\ of Stratliraore, aud has been a widow 
about seven years.
